Quebec Leads Other Provinces By a 
Wide Margin 


‘In a pamphlet pleading for the bet- 
ter understanding of . the °-French- 
Canadian race among the English- 
speaking people of Canada, some 
pertinent tacts are given with regard 
to good roadg in the province of 
Quebec}whihe ‘cannot help but heigh- 
ten our ‘appreciation of the people of 
that province. All English-speaking 
Canada is given to regardin the 
French-Canadian race as bac ward 
in Some respects, and indeed it may 
be: But in the matter of good road 
Quebec is Teading all the other pro- 
vinces of Canada by a wide margin, 
and-in fact is\really leading the en- 


tire continent. 


In the past five years Quebec has 
constructed.more than 2,000 miles of 
first-class permagently improved 
highways. The government has con- 
tributed $17,000,000 toward that pur- 
pose, and at the last session of the 
Icgislature an additional $5,000,000 
was appropriated toward the con- 
struction of roads. Maclean's Maga-| 
zine is authority for the statement 
that Quebec is far in advance of the 
other provinces of the Dominion, | 
liaving as a matter of fact more pér- | 
manently improved highways than all! 
the other provinces put together. | 

It was in 1912 that the Saskatche- 
wan legislature first authorized. any 
really important expenditures on 
good roads. The vote was $5,000,000 
and since then various smaller SUNS | 
have been authorized from time to 
tinte. But Saskatchewan falls - far. 
short of Quebec’s expendiutres _in 
the five-year period. On a population 
basis the figures are comparable, but 
on. the other hand Saskatchewan's 
roads were not in nearly as good | 
shape as ‘Quebee’s to start with, afid 
Saskatchewan's need of good voads is 
even greater. . : 

With both political parties im this 
province adopting good roads as. a 
watchword, we‘’may: surely hope for 
more extended effort. to attain this 
end following, this election. A hope- 
ful sign is the recognition by both 
parties that the municipalities should | 
initiate and-direct expendiutres on) 
toads with the governmnet’s: financial | 
backing, At the present’ time the 
government is leaving expenditures 
largely to. the control of municipal 
councile—Saskatoon Star.

Among the office workers tuberculo- 
tis is the worst enemy of life, 35 per- 
cent. of them having died of that di- 
sease. Among the farmers heart di- 
scase caused the most deaths, 16 pe. 
cent. of the total. It is one of thy 
rgood finds of this year that the lives 
of men who till ‘the soil are longer 
and freer from 4discase than any oth. 
er people. This is the great, Amert- 
can farming year of all others, when 
nearly 50 per cent. of the popniation 
of the United States is to take some 
direct. interest) in producing chops 
from the soils. ‘Tlicre is a large 
chance that the boys who gg out on 
the farms and work will have a bet- 
ter foundation of health for the years 
to come.—Worcester Telegram,

Salvaging Army Rifles 
Soldiers at Verdun | Wax. Opulent 
Picking Up Guns Under 
Heavy Shell Fire 


Early this year French © troops 
were short of riffes.. Many had been 
worn’ out in. service. and many had 
been captured by the enemy in the 
battles of Charleroi, the retreat. in 
Belgium, the battle of the Marne and 
along the Yser. tg 

In the effort to make up for thé 
lack of rifles by repairing French and 
German rifles left on the” battlefield 
1 franc (19 cents) was promised -to 
the troops for every rifle deposited 
in the division headquarters. This re- 
ward brought a strange and unex- 
pected result. > $ 

At Verdun, after the French | ad- 
vance, the ground churned up by: the 
Projectiles contained quantities. of 
rifles.in all conditions. Immeédiately 
the soldiers heard of the reward they 
swarmed over the hills and. ravines 
and in spite of the enemy's © shells 
collected every stock and barrel: 
Soon ;muddy soldiers were ‘coming 
from, all directions, staggering’. under 
backloads of equally muddy rifles. 
Some had five or six rifles, others as 
many as fifteen. ‘In a, few days, how-

In August, 1914, the French pos- 
sessed 3,484,000, repeating rifles as fol- 
lows: 1886’ model 2,880,000; cavalry 
carbines 220,000 and artillery” rifles 
384,000. About: Nov. I, 1914, it was 
decided to discontinue the construc- 
tion of the 1886 model and gradually 
to replace the equipment with the 
1907 model. By Noy. 15 it was seen 
that rifles would be needed — before 
the 1907 model could be manufactur- 
ed, the losses at this time totalling 
about 500,000. 
waa decided to transform the supply 
of 1874 model single shot rifles, thus 
avoiding the necessity of making a}, 
stock, a breech and part of a maga- 
zine.

was then taken up, 45,000 per month 
being produced during the fatter part 
of 1915. From 80,000. to 85,000 per 
month were repaired, thus ~placing 
about 125,000 rifles a cua the 
disposition: of the army. In August, 
1916, there were in reserve 200,000 
repeating rifles. The _ territorials 
guarding the railroads were armed 
with the 1874 single shot model.
